William  Hunt   (Sr.j   died  while  William  (Jr.)   was  a  ohild,   ao  the 
son  was   sent   to   live   with  an  aunt   in  Virginia  who  brought  him  up  in 
the   very   strict   (Quaker   tradition.      V/illiam  (Jr.)   be,j;aii  to  preach  at 
the   a,je    of  15   and  it   was  said  that  lie  eventually  preaclied  in  every 
luceti-ng  house    m  America.     On  6/l/l752,  he   produced  a  certificate   of 
removal  from  Hooewell  Monthly  teeting  in  Virginia  to  Cane  Creek  Monthly 
I.:eeting  in  i^orth  Carolina.      (William  settled  on  land  that   was  near  the 
site   of   the   rtevolutionary  battlefield  of  Guilford  Courthouse.) 

William  (Jr.)  had  a  brother,  Thomas,  and  two   sisters,   f.'iar^.aret 
(Beals  or  Bales)   and  Hannah  (Kersey). 

John  Woolrrian  was  a  cousin   of  William  Hunt    (Jr.).        He   was  the    son 
of  Samuel   and  Elizabeth   (Burr)   Wool  man  and  was  born  in  Roncocas,  New 
Jersey,   on  10/l;^/l720. 

History   of   Guilford  County,  North  Carolina 

Most   of  tlie   settlers  to  North  Carolina  came  from  Pennsylvania  by 
way  of  Miaryland.      Some   later  came  from  Virginia.     The  migration  to 
North  Carolina  stopped  at  tlie   start   of  tiie  Revolutio..ary  War. 

The  Hunts  nug.  ated  to  Guilj  ord  county  from  Pennsylvania.      They 
originally  cane   to  America  with  William  Penn. 

The  New  Garden  Monthly  Meeting  was  established  at  Piediiiont,  North 
Carolina,   in  1754i 

"On  the   l^th  of  October,   1757.  Henry  Ballinger  and  Thomas 
Hunt   bougiit   of  Rich;ird  Williams  fifty  acres  of  land  for  five 
shillint;3  for  tlie  use,  benefit,   privilege  and  oonveniuncy  of  a 
Meeting  house    which  is  already  erected  upon   the   above   and   bears 
the  ntjiie  New  Garden  for  ttie  Christian  people  called  ^iuakers  to 
iieet  in  for   pubiick  worship  of  Almighty  God,   as  also  tlie   ground 
to  bury  tneir  dei.d   m."

Nathan  Hunt   (son  of  William  and  Sarah  Huntj   was  a  famous  ic^ualcer 
preacher  and   pioneer  in  education.      At   the  age   of  55  hs   was  recorded 
as  u  minister.      IXiring  1320-21,  he   travBled  abroad  and   proacued   to 
laXt^   audiences   of  Quakers  and  non-viuakers  in  England,   Ireland,   and 
Scotland,     lie   was  oiiairman   of  the  coimrdttee   that  founded  New  Garden 
Boarding  School   in  l-)57   which  later  grew  into  Guilford  Colle  ,b.    He 
was  a  member   of   the  North  Carolina  House    of  Comrnons   in   IJ46.   Nathan 
settled  on  the    oaternal  farm  which  was  near  the  Revolutionary  battle- 
field of  Guilford  Courthouse.     The  Hunt  family  liad  suffered  consider- 
able  financial   losses  from  that   battle.

Eleazar  Hunt   (son  of  William  and  Sarah  Hunt)   was  buried  at  New 
Garden,  near  Piedmont,  in  North  Carolina.     Eleazar 's  wife,   Lydia ,  wag 
a  viuaker  elder  for  thirteen  years.

Asher  Hunt's  first  five   children  were   bom  in  North  Carolina. 
Ithamar  was  the  first  cliild   of  Aflher  to  be  born  in  Indiana.      Asher 
Hunt  and  his  second  wife,  Abigail  Foster,  moved  to  Hendricks  County 
from  Sullivan  County  in  1356.     Aaher's  third  wife,  Nancy   (Brown) 
Wilson,  died  ten  years  after  their  marriage. 

The  children  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Norton)   Bush  were   Lucinda, 
Pleasant,   and  Frances   (Faiiny  Jane).     Frances  married  Ithamar  Hunt, 

Asahel  Hunt    (.son  of  Eleazar  and  Lydia  Hunt)    settled  north  of 
Amo,    Indiana,   in   I85I-52. 

William  T.  Hadley,  the  husband  of  Beulah  Hunt    (daugiiter  of  Zimri 
Hunt),  re-raaxried  on  IO/8/I869  to  Hannah  Hadley,  daughter  of  Nathan 
and  Olive  Hadley.

A  William  Hunt   comb   to  (Joncord,  I.'.assac.usetts  ,   from  Salisbury, 
England,   in  I655.      His  descendants  were   lUiown  as   the   "Concord"    line   of 
Hunts.      Enoch  Hunt   of   Bucks  County   settled  in  Weymouth,  Massachusetts, 
sometime   before    I652.      Enoch  was  a  freeman  of  Newport,   Rhode    Island, 
in   1633.      Enoch's  descendants  were    laiowi  as  the   "Weymouth"   line. 
Tlriere  appears  to  be  no  close   geneaological  connection  between  either 
of  these  Hunts  to  the  k^uaker  Hunts  of  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,   and 
North  Carolina. 
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
